of grants. 
. This §1.39 ratio held for the 
state at large. The Foundation 
lists federal tax collections of 
$937 million and aid programs of 
SG73. 
Nationally. Michigan was one 


of 19 states sending out more 
than they received. The count is 
514 billion to $11.5 billion, or a 
51.22 to $1 proportion. 


Nebraska broke even. 
The other 30 states emerged 


ahead of the money 
transfer 


game, paying in $5.5 billion and 
taking back $8.1 billion. This is a 
dividend of $1.48 for each $1 
input. 
The above figures do not in- 


clude matching grants for proj- 
ects which the states or local 
governments m u s t underwrite 
' partially. 
In one manner or another, the 


federal subsidy has been in effect 
since the "Republic was founded 
in 1789. 
Until the advent of the New 


Deal in 1933, the subsidy was 
doled out in the hit or miss 
fashion which long ago came to
